Horſes and Arms contrary to this Provition, either in their own, . or in the keeping of others, that both the Owner and the Keeper 
ſhall incur the Penalty ofa Thouſand Merks Scots, the one half to the Informer, and the other to Us. And the Lords of Our Privy 
Council are Authorized and Impowered, to take ſuch furder effe&ual Methods for Diſ-arming theſe Perſons, and ſeizing of their Horſes 
above the foreſaid Value, as they ſhall judge neceſſary 3 And We beingreſolved, that the foreſaid AR be put effeQually to Execution: 
Do therefore with the Advice of Our Lords of Privy Council, Command and Charge, all perſons of whatſoever Degree or Kank, with- 
out Exception, who have not already qualified themſelves, by duely Swearing and Subſcribing the forefaid Oath of Alledgiance, and 
Subſcribing the foreſaid Aſſurance, or who ſhall not qualfie themſelves by Swearing and Subſcribing as ſaid is, before the Sheriff; Stew- 
arts, Baillies, Juſtices of Peace, or other Judges ordinary of the JuriſdiRion within the which they Live, or their Deputs, beewixt 
- and the Third and Eleventh days of 4pril next, viz. Theſe one this fide of the water of Tay, betwixt and the ſaid Third day, and theſe 
on the other ſide, betwixt and the ſaid Eleventh day, and report an Authentick Certificat thereof, ſubſcribed by the ſaid Judge and 
his Clerk  Todeliver up all their Horſes above the foreſaid Value of a hundred Merks the Head, whether in their own keeping, or 
in the keeping of any others, with all ſorts of Arms that they have, either in their own keeping, or in the keeping of others, more than 
a Walking-Sword, betwixt and the forefaidsdays to the fame Judge, at the Tolbooth of the Head-Burgh of the foreſaid JuriidiQion, - 
within which they live, which Horſes and Arms ſo delivered, are to be Rouped by the ſaid Judge, the ficlt Mercateday thereafter, to 
the beſt Avail, and the Prices to be given tothe Deliverer and Owner foreſaid, certifying all ſuch as (hall Contraveen, and not give 
ready Obedience hereunto, by keeping eitber their own, or other mens Horſe or Arms, contrary to the Proviſion forefaid, be- 
twixt and the foreſaids days, they ſhall incur the foreſaid Penalty of one thouſand Merks, the one half to Us, and the other half tothe 
Informer, and that over and above the loſs of the Horles and Arms; with this Proviſion nevertheleſs, that the ſaids Horſes and Army 
amitted as above, are alſo to be Rouped tothe beſt Avail, in manner above-preſcribed, and the Price reckoned and compted in part 
of payment of the foreſaid Penalty pro tanto. ' Andit is hereby Declared, that it ſhall be ſufficient for the [nformer, to Challenge the 
Keeper or Haver of the ſaid Horſe or Arms, contrary to the foreſaid A&, and to Conveen them ſummarly upon a Charge of ſix days, 
before the Judge Ordinary of the Bounds,and to referif be think fit, the foreſaid Having or Keeping to their Qaths, inſtead of all further 
Probation,whereupon Decreet ſhall be pronounced,unleſs the foreſaid authentick Certificat be produced without further delay : And 
We with Advice foreſaid, Diſcharge all Advocation, or Sufpenfion to be given in the Premiſſes, upon any pretext 3 And furder, do 
hereby require all the foreſaid Sheriffs, Baillies, Juſtices of the Peace, and other Judges ordinary, and their Deputs, to make diligent 
Inquiry within their reſpe&ive Bounds, for theſaid Horſe and Arms, and the Keepers and Havers thereof contrary tothe foreſaid 4, 
and to cauſe execute the ſame againſt them, as they will be anſwerable to Us upon their higheſt peril, OUR WILL 1S HEREFORE, 
and We charge you ſtrialy and Command, that Incontinent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and to 
the Mercat-Crofles of the remanent Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires of this @ur Antient Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Autho- 
rity, by open Proclamation, make publick Intimation hereof, that none may pretend Ignorance, And Ordains theſe preſents to be
